of the foundry which was destroyed by 
fire several months ago. Mr. "Wm. 
W. Wehrle settled the matter today by 
ar.nouiiciiig to the Advocate that the 
burned district would be rebuilt nnd 
that a building 60>:3flO feetr three stor- 
ies in height, would be erected on tha 
north side of the railroad, part of the 
building to stand on the ground tbat 
was swept by the fire. Not only will 
this big structure be built for Mounting 
and storage purposes but the entire 
old plant will be modernized so as to 
bring its standard up to that of the im- 
mense new foundry south of the rail- 
way tracks. The company is now stak- 
ing oft* the new building and on Mon- 
day an extra large force of men will be 
put tq_ worW'Jro as to_ hurry the con 
stmction. ~"

The erection of this new building 


and ' the further improvements tiiat 
are contemplated at the shcps will giv<> 
the Wehrle company practically two 
big, complete plants. 


This foundry has just" had installed 


at a cost of $4,000 a dust separate:- 
plant in a building -?F.x96 feet, two stor- 
ies.

On the new plant south of the railroad 
the company 
has expended at out a 


quarter of a million dollars ' ~ 


Last month the company's pay roll 


was $"55;000 and of course this is grow- 
ing larger as the force of men is In- 
creased. The company is now manu- 
facturing 500 stoves a day, and at the 
•present time is shipping 1000, or 
about 15 car loads daily. The 
ship- 


ments will increase now and soon the 
company will be sending out of ihe 
city from 20 to 25 car loads of stoves 
a day. and the heavy shipments will 
continue for about three xnonths>

'Resolutions Adopted Calling Upon Na- 


tions of World for a Reduction, of 


Their Armaments. 


Boston, Oct. 7. — The International 


Peace congress called for the arrest 
and 
subsequent reduction of naval 


and 
military armaments when the 


resolutions were adopted expressing 
the opinion that the first task which 
the world's new convention, suggested 
by President Roosevelt, should take 
up was the gradual disarmament of 
the powers. The thanks of the con- 
gress were extended to President 
Roosevelt for his pledge to take the 
first steps towards a convocation of a 
new international peace conclave. 


General Nelson A. Miles was the 


principal speaker at a congress meet- 
ing held in Park Street church to con- 
sider the question of the reduction of 
armaments and the menace of great 
armies 
and 
navies. 
Congressman 


Samuel W. McCall presided, and sev- 
eral prominent men voiced their opin- 
ions. General Miles said in part: 


"The 
settlement 
of 
international 


controversies by the dread arbitration 
of war involves the destruction of tens 
of thousands and sometimes hundreds 
of thousands of the young men of both 
countries. 
Could any rule, code or 


method be more void of reason and 
justice? 


"The great majority of wars in the 


world's history have been occasioned 
by the selfish ambition of some usurp- 
er or cruel tyrant, the intrigues .of 
unscrupulous men or the avarice and 
greed of a people.
